Wiscasset, Meine, September 22.— 
(By The Associated Press.)—Enor- 
mous coa] deposits were discovered’ in 
Elismore land by Captain Donald B. 
MacMillan, Arctic explorer, who ar- 
rived here Saturday with his party of 
six after a 15 months’ sojourn in the 
far north. 

The coal was found near Eureka 
sound in seams at some places 25 feet 
in thickness. Samples of the coal, 
which he said was bi:uminous, were 
brought back by the explorer tor an- 
alysis. 

The location of the deposits, how-

Mayor Walter A. Sims closes 
his campaign tonight at the cornér 
of Spring and Luckie streets in 
the Sixth ward. 

Former Mayor Key closes his 
campaign tonight in Howell Park 
in the Seventh ward. 

The democratic white primary 
comes Wednesday, when a mayor, 
chief of construction, city warden, 
tax collector, two aldermen and 
nine councilmen will be nominated 
in contested races. Several other 
administrative and legislative offi- 
cials are not opposed for reelection. 


With Mayor Walter A. Sims ridi- 
culing his opponent, Former Mayor 
Key, for reducing his campaign “to 
the level of a medicine show” by 
dragging along to his meetings one 
of the city pensioners whom Sims had 
attempted to drop from the pension 
lists, and with former Mayor Key 
denouncing “a _ vicious effort by 
Sims supporters to stir race hatred 
to bolster a losing fight,” the may- 
eralty campaign assumed an even 
warmer nature Monday night than 
had been indicated by acrimonious 
exchanges that have marked it 
throughout. 

Mayor Sims spoke for himself at 
“Little Five Points,” declaring thar 
all the Atlanta newspapers were for 
iim except the Atlanta Independent, 
a negro weekly, which he said has in- 
dorsed former Mayor Key. Alder- 
man J. L. Carpenter spoke for the 
mayor at Faith’s Crossing in the 
eleventh ward, ridiculing in particu- 
lar Key’s part in building the pub- 
tie comfort station at city hall, and 
Rev. Caleb A. Ridley and Carl Ff. 
Hutcheson both spoke for Mayor Sims 
at the corner of Marietta and Bel!- 
wood. 

Key Makes Two Addresses. 

Key carried his own fight into the 
Ninth ward at Highland school, and 
after his speech there made another 
address to the Fifth Ward Civic 
League, at English avenne scnool, 
where a crowd of more than 
2M) people had awaited his ar- 
rival for more than an hour. A\l- 
derman J. R. Bachman, his. cam- 
paign manager, spoke at Formwalt 
school in the Second ward. 

Speaks to Neighbors. 


Speaking before his neighbors in 
the ninth ward, Mayor Sims charac- 
terized Key’s entire campaign as a 
“vilification and malignment of me 
by use of every invective at his com- 
mand,” and again charged his oppo- 
nent with inconsistency and with us- 
ing false statements and figures dur- 
ing the campaign. 

Key’s action in several wards in 
“exhibiting’ J. W. Dixon, former 
construction department employee, 
who was cut from the temporary 
pension rolls by Sims on the first of 
this year, was compared by Sims 
with the tactics of a medicine doc- 
tor peddling his wares on a street 
corner. 

“Just as a patent medicine doctor 
must have some way to attract the 
crowd so that he can peddle his 
fake medicine, so must my opponent 
have some attraction. 

“That man suffered a few broken 
ribs about eight or ten years ago, 
and it wasn’t even the city’s fault, as 
he wag hurt when run over by a milk 
wagon in DeKalb county, I know, 
because I was his attorney when he 
first got damages for his injury.

“The announcement of E. Roy 
Stone, of Greenville, that he will op- 
pose Cole L. Blease for the United 
States senate in the general election 
in South Carolina in November will, 
in the MHerald’s opinion, create 
scarcely a ripple upon the political 
water of the Palmetto State. 

“The people of South Carolina have 
spoken. The majority of the quali- 
fied voters of the state, in a regular 
primary, have declared Blease the 
democratic nominee. They are bound 
to him in the general election, and 
that the majority of the voters of that 
state will ‘stand to the rack’ in the 


in our opinion.” 


Under our party system of gov- 
ernment no orthodox party voter 
will bolt his party primary nominee. 

A majority of those who partici- 
pated in the South Carolina primary 
preferred ex-Governor Blease to 
Congressman Byrnes for the United 
States senate; and under our pri- 
mary system such a majority con- 
trols. 

It is not that Mr. Blease is sup- 
posed to be a radical, or that Mr.

The nomination being 
equivalent to an election, no con- 
test worthy of the name is made 
in the general election.

HEALTH TALKS ||

EYE COLOR. 
All babies are born blue eyed. The 
eyes become more deeply pigmented if | 
they are to be gray, brown or black 
in about six weeks. 

That’s flat. 

Now, then, to put the matter scien- | 
tificalliv, all babies are born brown ' 
eyed. In fact, every human eye is; 
brown. 

That's queer. . |

You see, it’s this way. The color of | 
the pigment in the iris or ring around | 
the pupil is brown in every in-| 
stance. When there is very little pix- 
ment there, small particles widely 
scattered through the color ring, we | 
say the eyes are blue. When there is, 
no pigment there (as in the albino), 
the pink tint of the retina in the black | 
of the eye shows through. When 
there is more pigment in the iris the 
eyes look brown. When the irises are | 
most deeply pigmented we call the) 
eyes black. But you can see how it! 
is that all eyes are brown, now, and | 
then figure out for yourself the rea- | 
sons for hazel, violet and other ro- 
mantic colors in eyes. 

There's a popular notion that black 
eyes are more powerful than gray or 
blue eyes. Nothing in it, except that 
the more deeply pigmented eyes en- 
dure intense light better than the pale 
colored eyes. Tropical races have 
dark eyes; people in northern climes 
have blue eyes, as a rule. 

Blue eyes in youth often become 
gray or brown eyes in maturity. 

Some persons with anemia have a 
bluish tint in the sclerotics, the! 
“whites” of the eyes. Then, too, there 
are certain families who inherit 
bluish sclerotics. 

A sallowish or yellowish tinge of 
the sclerotics is usually due to a sim- 
ple congestion or a chronic conjunc: | 
tivitis, and not to “liver complaint.” 
Conjunctivitis means inflammation of 
the mucous membrane lining the ey> 
lids and covering the eyeball. In ae- 
tual jaundice not only the “whites” 
are stained yellow, but 
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‘brown eyed, all the children will be

yal and other mucous could not 
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membranes show the stain of bile, 


too. 

Redness of the eyes, when not a 
feature of eye inflammation, is often 
due to trouble in the nose and can 
be overcome only through treatment 
of the nasal trouble. 

It is not advisable to apply boric 
acid solution or other washes merely 
to “clear” the eyes, though an occa- 
sional drop of warm boric acid soltu- 
tion may be used in each eye for the 
relief of congestion from low grade 
conjunctivitis, or a solution of 16 
grains of boric acid, one grain of 
zine sulphate (which is astringent) 
and one ounce of distilled water mey 
be used. 

When both parents are blue eyed 
all the children are likely—but not 
certain—to be blue eyed. When one 
parent is blue eyed and the other 
has darker eves, about half the chil 
dren will be blue eyed and half will 
have eves not quite so dark as tlie 
dark parents. If both parents. are 
certain—to be brown 
eved. As a matter of fact, abot 
one-fourth of the children usuatly 
have eyes ligkter in color than the 
eyes of the lighter-colored parent.

.' By Mayoralty Candidates 


Final Campaign Rallies. 


Mayor Walter A. Sims closes 
his campaign tonight at the cornér 
of Spring and Luckie streets in 
the Sixth ward. 

Former Mayor Key closes his 
campaign tonight in Howell Park 
in the Seventh ward. 

The democratic white primary 
comes Wednesday, when a mayor, 
chief of construction, city warden, 
tax collector, two aldermen and 
nine councilmen will be nominated 
in contested races. Several other 
administrative and legislative offi- 
cials are not opposed for reelection. 


With Mayor Walter A. Sims ridi- 
culing his opponent, Former Mayor 
Key, for reducing his campaign “to 
the level of a medicine show” by 
dragging along to his meetings one 
of the city pensioners whom Sims had 
attempted to drop from the pension 
lists, and with former Mayor Key 
denouncing “a _ vicious effort by 
Sims supporters to stir race hatred 
to bolster a losing fight,” the mav- 
oralty campaign assumed an even 
warmer nature Monday night than 
had been indicated by acrimonious 
exchanges that have marked it 
throughout. 

Mayor Sims spoke for himself at 
“Little Five Points,’ declaring thar 
all the Atlanta newspapers were for 
lim except the Atlanta Independent, 
a negro weekly, which he said has in- 
dorsed former Mayor Key. Alder- 
man J. lL. Carpenter spoke for the 
mayor at Faith’s Crossing in the 
eleventh ward, ridiculing in particu- 
lar Key’s part in building the pub- 
lie comfort station at city hall, and 
Rey. Caleb A. Ridley and Carl F. 
Hutcheson both spoke for Mayor Sims 
at the corner of Marietta and Bell- 
wood. 

Key Makes Two Addresses. 

Key carried his own fight into the 
Ninth ward at Highland school, and 
after his speech there made another 
address to the Fifth Ward Civic 
League, at English avenue scnool, 
where a crowd of more than 
2) people had awaited his ar- 
rival for more than an hour. Al- 
derman J. R. Bachman, his  caim- 
paign manager, spoke at Formwalt 
school in the Second ward. 

Speaks to Neighbors. 


Speaking before his neighbors in 
the ninth ward, Mayor Sims charac- 
terized Key’s entire campaign as a 
“vilification and malignment of me 
by use of every invective at his com- 
mand,” and again charged his oppo- 
nent with inconsistency and with us- 
ing false statements and figures dur- 
ing the campaign. 

Key's action in several wards in 
‘exhibiting’ J. W. Dixon, former 
construction department employee, 
who was cut from the temporary 
pension rolls by Sims on the first of 
this year, was compared by Sims 
with the tactics of a medicine doc- 
tor peddling his wares on a street 
corner. 

“Just as a patent medicine doctor 
must have some way to attract the 
crowd so that he can peddle his 
fake medicine, so must my opponent 
have some attraction. 

“That man suffered a few broken 
ribs about eight or ten years ago, 
and it wasn’t even the city’s fault, as 
he wag hurt when run over by a milk 
wagon in DeKalb connty. I know, 
because I was his attorney when he 
first got damages for his injury. 

“During Key's administration, 
many men were paid pensions after 
they had recovered from injuries and 
were making more money than they 
ever had been paid while employed by 
the city. 

New Pension System, 

“Instead of paying the city’s money 
for pensions in cases of that kind, I 
recently approved the finest pension 
system ever introduced in this city— 
one that provides for retirement of 
firemen on half pay after 25 years of 
service.

Drop Faster Than Usual. 

The weather the past week has 
been unseasonably warm, and the 
drop predicted for this week is going 
to be faster than usual.

Chicago, September 22.—Active gen- | 


eral selling in the corn market today 
led to a itch lower range of prices 
for corn. The selling was stimulated 
by enlarged receipts of corn bere and 
by continued absence of any heavy 
damage from frost. Corn closed weak 
273 to 41-4 net lower, December 
$1.03 5-8 to $1.08 7-8. In wheat the 
closing was unsettled at the same as 
Saturday's finish to 5-8 up, December 
$1.321-83 to $1.321-4 and May 
$1.37 5-8 to $1.373-8, with oats 1-4 
to 3-4 down and provisions varying 
from 7c lower to 15¢ gain. 

For the first time this month the 
arrivals of corn in Chicago today, to- 
taling 719 cars, were of sufficient vol- 
ume to make deliveries on the current 
month’s contracts a desirable proce- 
dure. It was apparent that consign- 
ments of corn to this market were in- 
creasing, and this fact, with weather 
conditions that were looked upon as 
favorable in the main and indicative 
of better crop prospects, were more 
of a handicap than holders could with- 
stand. A good deal of speculative 
selling tended also to acccelerate the 
downward course of the market.
